Level III evacuations for 15-20 residences. Active 

spread to southeast through commercial timber 

property. Level II evacuation for Paisley west. 

5 Cougar Creek WA-OWF Livingston 

Level II evacuations for 700 structures which 

includes 580 residences. Implementing alternate 

control line on west side.

6 McLeod WA-OWF Wilkins Threats to Mazama and Methow Valley. 

7 Terwilliger OR-WIF Sinclair 
Eastside burning in wilderness. Westside moving 

towards commercial timberland. 

8 Boyds WA-NES Rabe 

Level II evacuations. Reduced threat to critical 

infrastructure. Securing Nancy Creek with firing 

operations. Meeting incident objectives. 

9 Jennies Peak OR-RFPN Knerr 
Reduce evacuation to a level I. High containment 

percentage on all fires. 

10 Natchez OR-RSF Gales 
Level I and III evacuations. Holding and improving 

containment lines. 

11 Horns Mountain WA-COF Goff 
Fire established in Canada. Threats to communities 

and infrastructure in Canada. 

12 Klondike West OR-RSF J. Kurth Evaluating long-term strategy.
